THREE OUNCES OF WHISKEY 


How much whiskey makes an unsafe 
driver? 
Two jiggers. 
Dr. Rollo N. Harger, professor of bio­ 
ch emistry and toxicology at Indiana Uni­ 
v e rsity . 
gave that 
estimate to 
highway 
traffic experts at the National Safety Con­ 
gress. 
Based on studies made with a new type 
“‘chemical breath smeller” with which he 
seeks to replace the “ policeman’s nose test.” 
Dr. Harger said that three ounces of whiskey 
was sufficient to fog the brain and render 
an automobile driver unsafe. This moderate 
amount of liquor increases an individual’s 
reaction time— the 
time 
required 
before 
muscles obey the orders of the brain. 
Police reports from various representative 
states indicate that liquor is a definitely prov­ 
en factor in 10 to 20 per cent of automobile 
accidents involving fatalities and serious in­ 
juries. It is certain that liquor is an unseen 
factor in a much higher proportion of cases 
— cases where it is impossible to obtain legal 
proof of drinking. 
One basic rule of safe driving must be the 
keeping of alcohol and gasoline far apart. 
Dr. Harger describes successful experi­ 
ments that have been made in developing 
chemical tests for intoxication. Every police 
department should keep up with the march 
of the times and takp advantage of the new 
tests and machines that eliminate the human 
elements and make the determination of in­ 
toxication a scientific fact. 
Elim inate the drinking driver and we will 
have taken a long step toward highway traf­ 
fic sa fety.

T h at m ay or m ay not 
mean

great deal. If such a trend should 
continue ra p id ly— i. e., that a dol­ 
lar w ill buy less and less gold, it 
m eans that, in term s of the tra d i­ 
tional yardstick, the dollar is less 
and less valuable. In other words, 
that it w ill buy few er things, that 
the prices of everything and 
the 
<ost of living w ill rise rapidly, that 
your wages w ill be w orth less and 
less, and that savings, 
insurance 
policies, social 
secu rity 
pensions, 
and all present debts and fixed in ­ 
comes w ill also be of less and less 
actual worth. T h at would be real 
inflation — the tear and 
diyad 
of 
every prudent and inform ed states­ 
m an— the greatest threat and d an­ 
ger to every man who w orks for a 
living. 
T liis situation is terrib ly mixed 
and 
unpredictable because 
of 
a 
great num ber of a rtificia l and a r ­ 
b itra ry controls that Congress lias 
granted to the A dm inistration. W e 
have a trem endous hoard of gold.

such "flig h t from the dol- 


la r" really started on foreign ex­ 


changes, there are m any things the 


governm ent could try to do to stop 


it. W h eth e r they would be enough 


to control it is anybody's guess. 


If the price of gold

enough abroad above w h at we pay 
for it here, presum ably we w'ould 
export gold and sell it in sufficient 
quantities to try to bring the price 
in dollars down again to the point 
at w h ich we desire to keep it s ta ­ 
tionary. T h a t is 
w hat 
is 
called 
“ m anaging 
the cu rren cy" 
or w hy 
we say we have a “ m anaged c u r­ 
rency." 
W h a t that means 
is 
that 
the 
Presid ent has pow er both d irectly 
and ind irectly to regulate the p u r­ 
chasing power of the dollar. 
B u t 
since w h at a dollar w ill buy de­ 
pends on the price of w hat it buys, 
that is just another w ay of 
saying 
that the Presid ent has the power 
of regulating or at least 
strongly 
affecting general price levels. 
A few months ago, 
when 
the 
¡stock M arket seemed to be s ta rt­ 
ing a boom, 
the 
Administration 
moved in to control it dow nw ard. 
The President threatened to curtail 
governm ent buying and the f e d ­ 
eral Reserve restricted credit. B u s ­ 
iness began to slow up and finallj 
the Stock M arket crashed. 
Im m ediately 
the 
governm ent 
again became concerned. The F e d ­ 
eral Reserve reversed the 
credit 
controls by increasing the p erm it­ 
ted borrow ing on stocks. The S e c ­ 
re tary of Com m erce 
made 
some 
encourasdna statem ents about bus- 


private estim ates of the situation. 
O ther controls d irectly affecting 
business are in the taxing system . 
It is adm itted now by most 
ob­ 
servers out of governm ent and^- 
except a few influential die-hard* 
— in governm ent itself, 
that 
th* 
present 
capital 
gains and undis­ 
tributed profits taxes nail the feet 
of business expansion to the floor 
and w ill result not only in reduced 
revenue but also in retarded 
re­ 
covery— or worse. 
Looking the whole situation over 
at this juncture, 
it 
doesn t 
look 
ve ry w ell for the theories of "m a n ­ 
aged-’ money and “ m anaged" econ- 
om y or— perhaps more accurately

m agnitude

country. Business and finance are 
professions, 
in ' m ajor 
operation* 
they require at least the skill and 
experience of m edicine or surgery. 
M ost of the men who are

in their lives proved any skill or

either business or 
finance.
